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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 


It has been said, “That we cannot prevent the crows from 
flying over our heads but we can prevent them from building 
nests in our hair.” In this cosmopolitan age the same homely 
saying in many instances would hold true, as we wonder why 
we do not have more spreading of various diseases. A story is 
told of an automobile party that was touring through the 
country, and pulling up beside an old man’s shack. The driver 
said, “Did you know it wasn’t sanitary to have your pigs under 
your bedroom?” The old man replied, “I never lost but one hog: 
in my life.”- I would not recommend such conditions, but as a 
matter of fact they do not produce disease germs unless such 
filthy places first get inoculated with the disease germ, which 
can be carried as far as the wind may carry it, or it can take 
a free automobile ride in your lunch box from New Hampshire 
to Florida. What I wish to convey is, that the best way to 
curtail the spreading of disease, is by disinfecting these germ 
breeding places with chloride of lime, or anything else, if 
better, and if disease does develop, call your doctor for inocula- 
‘tion and treatment. 

The past year has been a good one as there has been noth- 
ing of a very serious nature other than what we might expect. 
The analysis of our water and milk supplies have all been good 
and the health of the public has been well cared for ‘by our 
efficient doctor and nurse, Mrs. Florence Rollins.

In June a dental clinic was held at the school with twenty- 
eight pupils treated by Dr. Keane of Newport. This was made 
possible by funds from the Woman’s Club, the Red Cross and 
the Bartlett Fund, with parents financially able paying for the 
work done for their children. 

In July a Child Health Conference for preschool children 
was sponsored by the State Board of Health. Dr. Munro of 
Sunapee and Dr. Roe of Newport gave physical examinations 
to forty-one children and eighteen children were inoculated 
against diphtheria. Ladies in the local organizations and in- 
terested townspeople gave their assistance as in the past in 
conducting the clinic and furnishing transportation. 

During the summer ten school children had removal of 
tonsils and adenoids at the Newport hospital. 

Thirteen patients were taken to the Eye Clinic at Hanover 
and one was taken to the Hanover Clinic for treatment of a 
chronic draining ear. 

Four school children were taken to the T. B. Clinic at 
Claremont, one for a Patch Test and three for x-rays, all of 
which proved negative. 

Six pupils were examined by Dr. Lee for orthopedic con- 
ditions, four of whom had x-rays, showing defects of spine 
and arches. 
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In April and May there were twenty-five cases of chicken 
pox and in June there were forty cases of measles. In October 
a case of scabies was isolated until all danger of infecting other 
pupils was over. 

In October and again in January there were severe epi- 
demics of colds and grippe which caused several absences. 
Parents and teachers have been very cooperative in attempting 
to check the spread of colds among the children. 

A complete physical examination of one hundred and three 
school children was given by Dr. John Munro in December. This 
Health Program was started last year and has met with the 
greatest approval and interest of the parents and teachers, who 
have been very cooperative in carrying out the corrections 
recommended by Dr. Munro. Every child has an examination 
every other year, and any child needing special checking up is 
brought to the attention of Dr. Munro at this time. Complete 
reports to all parents of children examined are to be distributed 
very shortly, showing the defects found and the recommenda- 
tions offered by Dr. Munro. We regret that due to the rush of 
work because of the prevailing epidemic, these reports have 
been delayed.

I herewith submit my seventh annual report as superin- 
tendent of schools. 


Teachers 


~ 


Miss Frances L. Clark, teacher of Grades 5 and 6, resigned 
at the end of the year on account of marriage. Her place was 
taken by Miss Evelyn Pederson, graduate of Keene Teachers 
College 1937. 


Miss Carol Bloom, instructor of English, French and Latin 
in the high-school, resigned also on account of marriage. She 
was succeeded by Miss Wenonah Richardson, a graduate of 
Keene Teachers College 1935. 


Miss Priscilla Patenaude, who had been commercial teach- 
er for the past five years, resigned to take a position in the 
Claremont High School. Her successor is Miss Paula Sillgren 
who graduated from the Plymouth teachers College 1940. 


In this connection we might mention the resignation of 
our school nurse, Miss Elizabeth Donovan, to take a similar 
position in Lebanon. Her successor is Mrs. Florence Rollins of 
Sunapee. 

Janitor 

Mr. Fred Noyes, who had served for many years as jani- 
tor of the Central School, resigned last fall on account of his 
health. This vacancy was filled by the appointment of Harold 
W. Brooks. Under a new arrangement made by the School 
Board the janitor is now to serve for the entire year, attend- 
ing to the cleaning and some repair work during the summer 
vacation. 


Citizenship 


We are fully alive to the necessity of leading pupils to 
appreciate the blessings of democracy. Accordingly emphasis 
is being placed on this in all the grades. Historical and in- 
spirational books have been furnished the schools. Through 
stories, discussions, dramatization and current events the pupils 
are led to know how the democratic institutions in our way of 
life have developed. We are trying to instill correct habits and 
attitude. 
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Orchestra 


The school now has an orchestra of eleven pieces under the 
direction of Mrs. Eleanor Young Chapman, the supervisor of 
music. The orchestra is making good progress and has al- 
ready played in public on several occasions. Last December 
two members of the orchestra took part in a concert given in 
the Newport Town Hall by a group of 82 players from six 
sehools in surrounding towns (Charlestown, Claremont, Han- 
over, Lebanon, Newport and Sunapee). The players in this 
large group were selected in such a way that the enlarged 
orchestra was correctly balanced in respect to instrumentation, 
It is planned to have the same group give concerts in the other 
towns. 

Survey of Graduates 


A survey of all graduates of the Sunapee High School is 
now being made by Headmaster Cummings with the assistance 
of pupils working under the National Youth Administration. 
Questionnaires have been sent to graduates asking them to give 
such information as their college education or other post- 
secondary training, how they financed their higher education, 
present employment, etc. 

Repairs 

The upper level of the school playground is being further 
graded. This is part of the general improvement of the play- 
ground made possibly by the generous gift of Honorable John 
H. Bartlett, ex-governor of the State. ; 

A young maple tree has been set out to replace the one 
blown down in the hurricane. 

Shutters made by the boys in the mechanic arts depart- 
ment of the school, have been installed on all the windows 
of the old school building. They will preserve the windows 
from further breakage and really make the building look a 
little better. 

During the summer vacation all the floors were refinish- 
ed and waxed. This has added greatly to the appearance of 
and inside of the building. 

The successful operation of the schools is due to the sound 
judgment of the School Board, the effective cooperation of the 
teachers, and the faithful work of the janitor who makes it 
physically possible to hold school sessions.
